Regarding claim 41, the recitation "wherein the display screen is configured to pivot around an axis extending in the transverse 
direction of a seat of the vehicle in an upper region of a seatback of the seat; and wherein the display screen is an electronic display 
screen". 



Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant is advised that the amendment to claim 3 renders the claim indefinite since it cannot be determined 
whether Applicant intends to positively claim the combination of an entertainment system and a vehicle having a seat, or the 
subcombination of an entertainment system and a vehicle having a seat. Lines 1 and 3-4 appear to set forth the subcombination. Note 
the recitations an "entertainment system for a vehicle", and "the display configured to be mounted to a seat of the vehicle". Line 9 
appears to set forth the combination "wherein the display is in an upper region of a seatback of the seat". For the purpose of interpreting 
the claim, it is assumed that the intent is to define the combination. Also, in claim 23, it is unclear if "a seatback of the seat" is intended to 
be the same as "a seatback of the seat" in claim 3, from which claim 23 depends. 
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
